Behind The Scenes 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Volume 4, World Book Encyclopedia, 1961, 
reports the following under Dominican Re- 
publie: 

“Most Dominicans are mixed Spanish, 
Negro, and Indian blood. The Arawak In- 
dians were the original inhabitants of the 
region, but they died out from disease and 
overwork soon after the Spaniards arrived 
in 1942. The Spaniards brought in other 
Indians, as well as African Negro slaves, te 
work their plantations. No European set- 
tlers except Spaniards were allowed in the 
country until the late 1700’s. Refugees from 
Central Europe, mostly Jews, were admitted 
in 1940. They prospered so. much that other 
Europeans were allowed to enter the country 
to live.” 

Leon Falk, Jr., Pittsburgh industrialist, 
shed additional light on this 1940 exodus of 
Jews to the Dominican Republic, then gov- 
erned by Gen. Rafael Trujillo. 

“Back in 1939, FDR called a. conference 
on political refugees in Switzerland. - Thirty- 
four countries sent representatives, The pol- 
itical refugees represented all groups and 
faiths, but most of them were Jews. Trujillo 


offered to take in 100,000 refugees ...... We 
must have got. thousands out of concentra= 


tion camps, mostly from France,” © 9 vu 

With a Dominican visa, many of the refu- 
gees. were. able to go to other countries. Mr. 
Falk. -recalled that 16 professors at the 
University of Santo: Domingo were former 
political refugees. (Pittsburgh. Post-Gazette, 
6/2/61). 

Between April, 1939..and, November, 1940, 
over 7,000 Spanish Loyalist refugees who 
had been languishing in Southern French 
camps were admitted without passports to 
the Dominican Republic, These Marxist refu- 
gees lost no time in forming 20 Spanish 
Democratic Centres to carry on their pro- 
communist and anti-Franco propaganda. 
They staged revolutionary plays, infiltrated 
social and cu:tural groups, joined the Uni- 
versity faculty—all for the sole purpose of 
spreading Marxist doctrine and extolling the 
Soviet Union. (Human Events, 4/22/59). 

On March 6, 1962 (after Trujillo’s murder), 
Fulton Lewis, Jr. reported: 

“Castro agents are infiltrating every 
branch of the Dominican government, in- 
dustry, labor, the state university, and other 
sectors of national life.’ (N.Y. Mirror, 


3/6/62. 


In December, 1962, Juan Bosch, who had 
been exiled from the Dominican Republic 
for 25 years, was elected President. He im- 
mediately proceeded to Switzerland and 
borrowed $150,000,000 from the International 
Bankers, plus an additional advance loan of 
$15,000,000, which has yet to be accounted 
for. (Wanderer, 10/24/63). Bosch allowed 
many other political exiles to return to the 
country, many of whom were openly com- 
munist. Bosch’s main advisor appeared to be 
a naturalized U.S. citizen of Roumanian 
birth, Sasha Volman, The ‘progressive left’ 
with which Volman identifies himself, con- 
siders that the answer for Latin America is 
to out-communize the communist. The most 
articulate and influential of this element are 
Eastern European refugees who have the 


ear of Washington officials, as a result of 


which some are reported to enjoy sinecure 
positions that enable them to pursue their 


- doctrine south of the border. (Washington 


Post, 6/2/63). 

In other words, for the past 23 years, 
these Jews have apparently been calling the 
shots in the Caribbean and Latin America, 
but they are not in positions where they 
must bear the responsibility for any decis- 
ions made.

The average investor in secur- 
ities is influenced by fear or optimism rather 
than logic: The market is nota “get rich 
quick” booth, It is an open market place for 
buyers and sellers.

Most of the millions of holders of “stocks 
have never operated under ‘a’ dollar conver- 
tible into gold yet they apparently are using 
the same technical factors to_judge the mar- 
ket that were-in use in 1934. Unless we 
compensate for -a non-convertible—doHar 
constantly depreciating in. value-at-the ratio 
of deficit spending, or monetary- inflation, 
to net income by. changing our market 
evaluators, we may sell before the end of 
this inflation cycle is reached, 


The length of a business reeovery-or trend 
in the stock market is unimportant by. itself 
as time alone has no tangible affect on the’ 
market when the currency~is non-convertible 
into gold: Thé only value 'to dùr papérdollar’ 
is its exchange’ value for labor; conithodities; 
products: and interest sdles,. In France the’ 
France lost 99% of its purchasing value from: 
‘1915 to 1955- and eommon stoeks advanced 
to compensate for the drop-‘in: the Franc. 
Bonds followed the downward ‘trend to the 
Frane and- became practically worthless. 
How Jong it will take our dollar to drop 99% 
in purchasing value, taking 1940 as basis, 
is hard to say. I. would -judge that it has 
already depreciated somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of 60% and is now accelerating at 
a faster pace, 


My index is intended to give business men 
ample warning of when to curtail expen- 
ditures and inventory and when to look for 
an upturn of length in general business and 
consumer spending. At present the velocity 
rate or turnover of money spending is at a 
new high since the late 1920’s but not yet 
at its probable peak or at the 1929 high. 


The Soviet wheat deal will aid Canada 
and will give the Soviets a new product to 
barter. They have bartered oil for a long 
time very successfully. I do not believe they 
intend to use it all for themselves. They 
have a strong foreign policy and know where 
they are going. Washington does not seem 
to understand their moves, The U.-S. on the 
other hand does not have any rudder to its 
foreign or domestic policies thus it is a “ship 
without a rudder” in a very difficult channel 
of international commerce. This is one reason 
why our dollar is depreciating in value in 
the eyes of European nations. Any sell-off 
in the market should be temporary as I feél 
the primary trend is still up. - :
